The Paris Monileur announces that K»>» 
jktuheur has been named Chevalier of the 
I^Bjfcaa of Honor. The Nord says in refer- 
ence to this event: "Hitherto the few ran 
women who have been honored with thi- 
iisiiuctiou had gained it upon the held 01 
battle by their courageous devotion in 
tending the sick and wounded. The <i\:i 
merits of women were excluded from this 
recompense just as originally military men 
alone could aspire to it. The French Gov- 
ernment s. ems disposed now to depart 
;iom tins exclusive system. " 

The Gazette de France, however, partic- 
ularly object* to an assumption of La 
France, that but for the "glorious inspira- 
tion" of the Empress, women would have 
remained in "the state of inferiority Iron, 
which it wa6 reserved to the empire M 
raise them.'' It proveeds as follows: 

"What, then, is that empire that has 
raised women from the degraded paattfna 
in which they have been so long kept? Lei 
us talk common sense— that is to say, dif- 
lVr-ntH 1 out La Presse. differently from 
L* France, differently from l'Opinion Ha 
tionale.

thai France is pioud of jiossessing. There 
is no objection to a woman bearing on her 
— 111 the cross of the Legion of Honor; 
but 'decorated' women should be the ex- 
ception to ihe rule.

Hesides, the, 
brightest decoration of a woman is her 
children.

Late Galveston papers contain a good 
deal of interesting aud important news. 
The following order was issued June 19, at 
Galveston, by General Granger : 

"The people of Texas are informed that 
in accordance with a proclamation from the 
Executive of the United States, "all slaves 
are free." This involves an alisolute equal- 
ity of personal rights and rights of proper- 
ty, between former masters and slaves, and 
the connection heretofore existing between 
tbem, becomes that between employer and 
hired laborer. 

"The freedmen are advised to remain 
(■tatty at their present homes and work for 
cages'. They are informed that they will 
uot be allowed to collect at military posts, 
and that they will not be supported in idle- 
ness, either there or elsewhere. 

"All acts of the Govei nor and Legislature 
of Texas, since the ordinance of secession, 
are hereby declared Itlegitiinnte. 

"All civil and military officers and agents 
of the co-calied Confederate States Govern- 
ment, of the State of Texas, and all persons 
formerly connected with the Confederate 
States army, in Texas, will at once report 
for parole at one of the following places, or 
such othera as mav be designated hereaf- 
ter, to the proper United States officers to 
be appointed; Houston, Galveston, lion- 
ham, San Antonio, Marshall aud Browns- 
ville. 

"Although their long absence from their 
homes, and the peculiar circumstances of 
their State, may palliate their desertion 
from their organizations, this order will be 
stric tly and promptly complied with. 

"The above-mcntii ned,and all other per- 
sous having in their possession public pro- 
perty, of any description whatever, such as 
arms, horses, munitions, <Vc, formerly be- 
longing to the so-ca'led Confederate States, 
or State of Texas, will immediately deliver 
it to the proper United States officer at the 
nearest of the above-mentioned places 
When they can ot carry it, and have not 
the means of transporting it, they will take 
to the same officer a full report of its char- 
acter, quantity, location, security, Ac. 

"All persons not complying promptly 
with this order will be arrested as prisoners 
of war, and sent North for imprisonment, 
and their properly forfeited. 

"All lawless persons, committing acts o! 
violence, such as bauoitti, guerrillas, jay 
haw kers, horse-thieves, t tc, are hereby de- 
clared outlaws and enemies of the human 
race, and will be dealt wiih accordingly.'' 

The telegraph lines of Texas are to be 
worked by the companies, subject to th«- 
-nj . rvision of Mr. L. H. Spellmau, of the 
1'nite.i states M ilitary Telegraph. Govern- 
in nt dispatches are to go free. The liu< 
from Vicksburg toSbreveport is now being 
renewed. 

Senator Johnson, of Arkansas, had sur- 
1 chdered to < laa. Granger, and, having been 
paroled by the latter, had returned to Mar- 
liu, where his family was residing. Mr. 
Johnson was one of the leading politicians 
of his Stale. The following is his letter to 
Geu. Granger: 

"fl>ll ■ainai. Texas, June 19th, lso5.— 
Gordon Granger, Major General Unite.i 
Stales Army, Commanding District of Tex- 
as— General: The undersigned, a Senator ot 
the United States until the 4th of March. 
18<il (at which time, his term of office ex- 
pired,) and subsequently a Senator of the 
Confederate States of the State ol Arkansas, 
determines to surrender himself as a pris- 
oner to you, who are the commanding 
afloat ol IBM Stateor Military Dist let ot th 
Trans-Mississippi Department, in which, 
with his family, he is at present sojourning. 

"Having been open and conscientious 1; 
my political convictions, and in all my ac 
lions upon those matters with which the 
votes of my people may have hitherto in- 
trusted uie— the war being at an end — 1 
deem it now to be my dutv to surreudei 
myself to you, and through you to tn 
proper authorities of the United States. 

"Hoping and expecting froui you, Gen- 
eral, as I trust I may from others hereafter, 
that courtesy to which rightfully as a pris- 
oner aud gentleman I may have soui« 
claims, and impelled by some kuowledgt 
of your jtersoual character, I subscribe mv- 
self, with the highest respect, your obedient 
servant, "It. W. Johnson, of Arkansas."

\\ ;isou is a discreet and enterprising 
young ruler. 1 w ish he had temporary re- 
gulation of the whole State of Georgia, un- 
til a Provisional Governor shall be chosen 
by the President.

It is 
grounded upou the just theory that ther- 
ein be uo virtue with communism, and the 
only way to establish family virtues is to 
establish families.

all virtue, the family hearth, and that magic 
helix of social culture, the family tabic. 
The family is the root of the State. This is 
the first rudiment of political philosophy.

I wrote you how a white woman had shot 
her negro servant, at Forsyth, upon slight 
provocation, the other day.' She came down 
to report herself to Wilson, fearful of con- 
sequences, and demauding protection. Wil- 
son promptly expressed his disgust at her 
"vulgarity" in shooting a fellow-creature, 
and told her to protect herself. "Well," be- 
gan the woman, snivelling her excuse, "she 
was iusoient and (snivelling), I don't allow 
no nigger to be insolent to me. I called to 
my little daughter to briug me the pistol, 
and (suivelling all the while), I held her 
with my left hand and with my right shot 
her in the head." Here a startling two-

of Macon, who had accompanied this fe- 
male specimen cf Forsyth to the Geueral, 
and who had on<» or twice "put in," to the 
great irritation id the young arbitrator, had 
the infatuation to bring up the rear of such 
an outrageous lonlessiou with a passiona e 
indorsement beyond all endurance. "Pity 
ye hadn't killed her! pity ye hadu'l killed 
ner!" In an instant our "young America" 
collared the miscreant, aud with two

A squad of ragged fellows may be seen 
on every square. Tbey are sunburnt and 
scraggv of beard. They wear their dry, 
straight hair very long, and sport a suspi- 
cious-looking blanket over their shonlders. 
Theii clothes are of a dirty gray or a dirtier 
butternut, and thej' are very independent 
in the matter of shoes, some weariug a boot 
and a slipper, others boots of a new patent, 
w hich slo|»e away at the heel, as if, by some 
transformation, the entire foot had settled 
into the toes. But with all this destitution 
and unclear, ness.it is the strange.sad, weary, 
lost look upon their faces which makes 
these folks noteworthy. Thev are political 
exiles — 8 class of men of which we have 
read, but whom we never expected to see 
among us, speaking our tongue, and but 
late our kinsmen and companions. 

They are here by thousards, broken, 
hopeless and penniless, waiting to go to 
their ruin d homes, but so fearful of meet- 
ing the changed spectacle that they dally 
and tarry, and look up to the high marble 
edlfio • and the lace curtains in our beauti- 
ful homes as if ihey were quite hungry 
and MlBJaT, and spoke another language 
than ours. 

Yesterday we stopped in a hat store, and 
one of these battered fellows was sitting at 
the counter. There was an anxious diplo- 
macy in his face; he wanted to engineer a 
dollar from us. 

"That hat just fits you, sir!" he said, as au 
introductory remark. 

"Yes." 

"I wonder if I shall ever wear a good hat 
again?" 

He took his old soft hat, tarnished and 
shaded, from his large shapely head, and 
the hair fell into his tine tremulous eyes. 

"I'm a Johnny," he said, with a laugh; 
"there some diffe ence between a Johnny 
and a gentleman." 

This was said with a quiver and cadence 
that was very dramatic because it was very 
true. 

"Yes, sir," he continued, "I feel very bad 
in New York. Il isn't what it used to be, 
or I am not; something is different. Ire- 
member the time when I lost live thousand 
dollars at faro just across the street, and 
went to lied afterwards w ithout any regret. 
I couldn't afford a glass ol beer now. At 
the hotel just above here I stopped every 
summer, and kept a sideboard always open 
in my private parlor. Then I rode in cabs, 
and was hunkey boy. Could you give me 
a dollar, sir ?" 

Among these men are many of more than 
social position. We Ml in the other day 
with Henry G. Flash, from Alabama, 
whilom one of the best of Southern poets. 
The leading physician of the South is also 
here; the Southern bar aud the Southern 
pulpit are represented. If we are ever to 
forget that we have been two peoples, let 
the conclusion of peace be celebrated by 
some act of kindness and charity. No news 
could re-build a fraternal Union so truly as 
the tidings through Ihe beaten States thai 
three thousand of iheir captive soldiers, 
well fed, aud considerately treated, hao 
joined in the celebration of the coming 4th 
of July, standing again beneath the old 
Hag, and singing the venerable patriotic 
hymns which have rung in our battle- 
camps. 

There have already been instanced some 
individual acts of kindness in this city. 
Some days ago a well-known merchant 
here encountered upou Broadway a gaunt 
and grimy ligure, in whom he recognized 
one of his aucient customers. 

"B ," he said, "you owed me three 

thousand dollars al the breaking cut of the 
war. You are an honorable luan, and I 
shall be paid." 

The other laughed bitterlv. "I haven't 
enough in the world to get my bools black- 
ened, it' 1 had tiie boots." 

The citizen took the dirty man's arm in 
his and took him home to dinner. He gave 
him an order on a clothier, and hail hiin 
decently shaved. The man departed with 
gentlemanly habits, money in his purse, 
and a heart full of gratitude aud revived 
hopes. 

A lady, at the breaking out ol the war, 
was coui|K>lled to break a marriage engage- 
ment with a gentleman from Charleston. 
During the war she has been married in 
this city. A day or two ago, upon Broad 
way, she encountered, iu a "Wcary-gaited, 
perspiring, and slipshod rebel lieutenant, 
the man to whom she was tirst bethrothed. 
At the lime, she was leaning upon her hus- 
band's arm. He was familiar with tin 
story of her first attachment. 

"Heaveus!" said the ludy, scarcely audi- 
ble, 'tba— is T .' " 

The husband left her side immediate] \ 
and hail d the hungry-eyed man. The 
baaa went home together, and the late rebel 
may be seen every afteruoon, at present, 
(traaaad like the master of a plantation, 
lolling at the door of one of the best hotel*.

A Death at College— "the Mad Itumauct 
of a Poor Young -Man.

On the morning of cl iss day the sopho- 
more class buried one of their number, w ho 
literally died from want of the necessities 
Of life, and that, too, right here at Harvard 
College. Only a year ago, f resh from a farm 
seventeen miles from Buffalo, N. Y.. a raw, 
green lad of twenty-two, applied for ad- 
mission to the sophomore class. His awk- 
ward manner and uncouth bearing won for 
him the name of "Greeny." Only last week 
w as he missed from recitation, and way up 
in a little ten by twenty attic room of p 
rickety old boarding bouse somebody said 
he was dying of typhoid fever. Ex-Presi- 
dent Peabody, the good Samaritan of Hai - 
vaid, heard of his distress, and repairing to 
his room found the poor boy really in the 
arms of death. For a year had his only 
food been bread and water, and sometime.- 
■ little milk, and- often one meal a day suf- 
ficed. His room was small and poorly ven- 
tilated, aud by the feeble light of an old oil 
lamp had the poor fellow worked eighteen 
out of tweuty- four hours each day. These 
facts quickly coming out, everything thai 
could be done was done. His last hours 
were made as comfortable as a sympathiz- 
ing and conscience-stricken neighborhood 
could make them. His broken-hearted 
111 -iher came to carry her son's body home, 
aud she must have been overjoyed to learn 
what would have only a little before given 
her sou so much happiness to have KJiown, 
that he was the hrst scholar in his class, 
and to receive the first scholarship, w Inch 
yields a cozy little income of three hundred 
d< liars per year. But it was too late; his 
pride would never allow him to complain ; 
his ambition continually spurred him on. 
Wo recollect him passing every day; he 
never looked up; we all can recall his hur- 
ried walk, his sad countenance, his pale 
lamp always feebly twiukliug at midnight, 
his running rouud the corner with a loaf of 
bread under his arm, his going out iu the 
seveiest storms without umbrella or over- 
coat. But it is all over now.

There are no fences; the field b 
plow ed up to the roadside, and fruits am 
Mowers are growing by every roadside tha 
I have traveled; no one disturbs them. Tb* 
cattle, sheep and swine are kept iu the 
stables, or, if takeu out, are under tin 
charge of a shepperd or herdsmau. Hen 
and there, dotted over the landscape, wt 
see sheep in pasture, but have seeu uo cat- 
tle or swine 'running about Icose.' Th» 
genus 'loater' is unknown here."

Execution of Four Conspirators. 



The last tragic act in that fearful trajredy, 
opening with the conspiracy against me 
members of the Cabinet, the attack on Mr. 
Seward, and the cruel murder of President 
Lincoln, had its just close last Friday in 
Washington; Louis Payne Powell, Mary K. 
Surratt, David E. Harrold, and George At- 
zeratt were hanged till dead for the crimes 
of conspiracy, treason, and murder. The 
painful emotions of the awful scene are to 
be traced not so much perhaps to the mere 
faot of these four persons suffering death, 
in answer to the stern demands of retribu- 
tivejustioe, as in the humiliating reflection 
that poor human nature, whose leading in- 
clinations to evil or goad are the common 
heritage of mankind, should sink so low, 
as to derive satisfaction in doing the work 
of friends, u> restrained by the least feeling 
of fear of God or love of man. The morbid 
curiosity, that draws men and women to 
witness and gloat over such a horrid scene, 
where the depraved and utterly hardened 
victims of their own wicked actions suffer 
an ignomenious death. Such suriosity 
must be akin to the spirit prompting the 
crimes punished. The scene is one from 
which, even those who read of it, if of but 
ordinary moral purity and seusitiveness, 
would turn away, sorrowfully may be, >«t 
in terror and disgust, at its frightful reveal- 
m< uts of the inner life of mortals wholl 
grown up to evil. 

From a long report in the Cincinnati Ga- 
zette, of the 8th, we give some account of 
the execution, its previous incidents, and 
its solemn close: 

Early in the morning numerous guards 
were stationed along Four-and-a-hall streel, 
from Pennsylvania Avenue south, and 
around the arsenal grounds. 

The 4th and 1st Regiments of Hancock's 
Corps, aud a large detachment of the 60th 
Ohio, were marched to the prison. The l>t 
( Hanco.:|t'») Regiment was stationed in the 
south yard, the 4th upon the walls and St 
the doors, and the 60th Ohio around the out- 
side. The gallows, which was erected by 
wor&tnen from the arsenal, was completed 
by 11 o'clock this morning; three uprights 
holding the floor above, which rises on the 
west side; the uprights supporting the oeam 
from which hung four ropes, each lieiug of 
strong hemp. The dimensions were, twe - 
ty feet long, ten feet high to the floor, 
twenty feet to the beam, and fifteen feet 
wide to the platform. 

The drop*, of which there were four, 
were each four feet by six, and directly be- 
neath the beam, were held in their place by 
an upright, which was knocked from under 
by two pieces of scant'ing being swung 
against it. The drop was six feel. A few 
feet south of the scaffold, near the east

It was not a.-cer 
tained positively whether the necks of At- 
seroti aud Payne were dislocated or not, but 
that those of Harrold aud Mrs. Surratt were 
there is no doubt. The boxes being proper- 
ly marked with the names of the criminals, 
the burial was completed bv a detail of the 
1st Corps, shortly after which the spectators 
dispersed. 

A reque-t made by their respective friends 
for the bodies of Mrs. Surratt, Harrold aud 
Atzerott, was not granted by the military 
authorities, and what will be the final dis- 
position of the bodies is not kuowu aa yet. 
Besides the guards, etc., about 200 or 300 
persona witnessed the exciting Bceue, from 
the iuclosure of the arsenal, while one of 
buildings near the arsenal was covered 
with men and women, who saw the whole

During the night Payne slept for several 
hours, and spent moat of the time in con 
saltation with Rev. Dr. Gillett. He paid 
■ -lose attention to what was said, but did 
not show much emotion. None of his rela- 
tives bad been to see him. Atzerott wan 
unable to sleep, although he made several 
attempts. His brother was with him yes- 
terday, aud again this morning His a^ed 
mother, « lm arrived during the night, also 
came to see him. 

The interview of the mother with her 
doomed ' hiid was very touching, and | 
brought t«ars from the eyes of some of the | 
pi son officers, who had become accustomed 
to such scenes. Rev. Dr. Butier, of the 
Lutheran Church, who had been sent for, 
was with Atzerott during the night. Har- 
rold slept considerably during the night. 
H "v. Dr. Olds, of Christ Episcopal Church, 
aud iivt-„r i»i««»fcters, visited him last night. 
He conversed freely with then, H nd said 
he was ready to die. This morning the 
minister and a whole family of seven s,s 
ters were with him. Mrs. Surratt slept lit- 
tle, if any, and suffered much. Her daugh- 
ter was with her some hours, and also Re.- 
Fathers Walters and Wiget. The break- 
fast which was sent to the prisoners this 
morning, was eaten of by none except 
Payne, who ate heartily. • * • 

Payne, or Powell, as his hame is, had 
conversed freely with Drs Gillett and Stri- 
key on religious topics during the morning. 
It apj*»ars that he was r osed religiously, 
and at one time belonged to the Baptist 
Church. He wept fr-ely and seemed sin- 
cerely rejientant. After giving his spiritu d 
advisers some com missions of a private 
character he expressed his willinguess to 
meet his God, hoping for forgiveness. Col. 
Doster. bis counsel, took leave of him in the 
morning, as also with Atzerott. The last 
interview between Mrs. Surratt aud her 
daughter was very affecting, bringing tears 
to tDe eyes of the hardy soldiers standing 
by. Arrangements as to private affairs 
were here made, both with Miss Surratt 
and a male friend present, with her spirit- 
ual counsel. She evinced great freedom, 
and protested her innocence, and her will- 
ingness to meet her Maker. 

An interview between Atzerott and his 
sister occured tt t a quarter past twelve 
o'clock. The sister showed great emotion, 
while Atzerott maintained a dodged silence. 
Agonizing sobs from Mrs. Surrati's cell told 
of the parting between her aud her child, 
the latter being soon after carried out in- 
>eu»il>le. Soon aftei a brief interview l>e- 
tween Atzerott an-) bis counsel, Mr. Doster, 
the chairs were removed from the cells. 
At fifteen minutes past one, General Hart- 
rault, with his aids, came out of the prison, 
followed by the mournful procession. 

Mrs. Surratt came first, sup|>t>rled by two 
ifticers, and attended by Tier spiritual 
friends, Fathers Wigel and Walter. Next 
came Aizerott with Rey. Dr. Butler, of the 
Lutheran < hurch, aud Chaplain Winches- 
ter. Harrold followed in the attendance of 
ol mm. Dr. Olds, of Christ Church, ( Epis- 
copal), while Payne, accompanied by Dr. 
tiblett, of the First Baptist Church here, 
and Dr. Strieker, of Baltimore, came last. 

Owing to her physical state an I the 
weight of her chains, Mrs. Surratt was 
almost carried to the gallows. She wa- 
placed on the north end of the platform, 
surrounded by her spiritual friends. With 
upturned eyes and downcast looks, she 
sank almost insensible into her seal. She 
was shaded from the powerful heat of the 
-un by an umbrella held by a soldier. Her 
dress was deep black, the same us worn 
while on trial. Next to her, and on the 
aame drop, was P.iyne, whose face and eyes 
preseuied an unusual color and appear- 
auce. His dress was that of a sailor. On 
the other drop was Hamld, with slouchy 
diess and woe-begoue looks. Atzerott was 
pn the same drop with Payne, and, like him 
and Harrold. was in his stocking feet. 

General Hartrautt now advanced and 
read the sentence of death; ader which the 
dying service ol the Catholic Church was 
read to Mrs. Suriail by Fathers Wiget and 
Walter, she holding the cross fervently to 
her lips. Atzerott was seen to muuer some 
words, as if in prayer; and, through Dr. 
Qiliutt, Payne expressed his thanks tor the 
kind treatment tie had received from all 
with whom he had been in contact since 
iii— arrest 

Dr. Gillett offered a fervent praver, in 
which Payne seemed to join 

Dr. Olds said in behalf of Harrold, that 
he forgave ail aud hoped for forgiveness 
from all, after w hich the Doctor followed in 
prayer. 

In like manner Dr. Butler spoke in be- 
bal: of Atzerott, and clo>ed with prayer. 

The prisoners were now plac.-d^iver the 
fatal drop. The arms and ankles of Atz«- 
rol, who came first, were tied securely with 
strips of white cloth. 

In the same manner the other criminals 
were bound, and tbe nooses adjusted. As

Tbe Former Home and l antilx of lien i \ 

Gaajr. 

A correspondent of tbe Cincinnati Com- 
mercial tells a melancholy story of Ash- 
land, the late homestead of Henry Clay, 
and gives the history of his descendant*. 
The old homestead of Henry Clay, it seems, 
is now occupiedaby the family of Hon. 
Thos Clay, one of bis sous, and present 
Minister to one of the South American Gov- 
ernments. It is owned by tbe heirs of 
James B.Clay, who. it will be remembered, 
died in Canada about a year ago. The 
bouse iu which Mr. Clay lived when at 
home, was torn down some years si uce by 
James, and a magnificent structure erected 
on its site, and there is nothing now about 
tbe place to remind one of him who once 
owned and honored it, except the family 
bugcv in which the old mau and his wile 
used lo drive about, and the oak trees in 
front of Um house, beneath which he used 
to sit and talk with bis family nnd friends. 

Mr. Clay bad live sons. Four of them 
survived him. One who bore bis father's 
name was killed in the Mexican war. 
Thomas, as I have said, is now a Govern- 
ment minister. John is living on one-half 
of the old homestead, now divided into 
two farms. James died a fugitive in a for- 
eign laud, and Theodore (the oldest oi the 
family) 'is, and has been for twenty-live 
years, an inmate of an insane asylum, still 
avowing to every one with whom be con- 
verses that he is the original George Wash- 
ington, and refusing to respond to a cill by 
any other name. Mr. Clay had no posses- 
sions of any kind at tbe time of his death, 
with the exception of Ashland, which was, 
of course, worth a considerable sum; but 
even tbat was heavily mortgaged, and he 
thought at one time he would be compelled 
to abandon it to his creditors, until one day, 
when be entered the bank to pay one of his 
notes, he was told that he did not owe a 
cent. Kind and generous friends had takeu 
bis case in hand, and lifted the pecuniary 
burden from bis shoulders.

Camp Dick Bobinbon, July 5. 

The great American anniversary day was 
duly and gaily celebrated at Camp Dick 
Robinson. The multitude of celebrants 
commenced arrived on the evening of the 
3d inst., and at sunrise on the 4th, the loyal 
and merry citizens of Jessamine, Boyle, 
Mercer, Lincoln, Madison and Qarrard, 
could have been seen wending their various 
ways to the greatest center of attraction in 
the State, except Louisville. 

Old and young, farmers and merchants, 
with men of every phase of profession, 
brought their wives and friends, swelling 
the crowd beyond 10,000, and furnishing 
plenty of company every wnere over the ex- 
tensive woodlands of the enterprising Col. 
Richard M. Robinson. 

The raising of the flag was performed by 
the pretty little daughter of the famous 
Dick Robinson. 

The vast number of eyes tbat watched ils 
upward flight consecrated the spot over 
which it floated with many a tear, shed iu 
remembrance of the dishonor so long per- 
petrated on it, and in thankfulness that it 
was Anally, and us we all hoped, perma- 
nently reii stated. When Bragg passed 
through this old camping ground, he laid 
the old flag contemptously iu the dust, but 
in its place a new aud a more glorious one 
has rii-en to receive the breezes which come 
from the regenerated and ptnitied South. 

The ilag-staff was worthy of the occasion 
and the spot which it beantiflee. It tn 
made bv Government mechanics at Camp 
Nelson. "and is inferior to scarcely any iu 
the country. 

Its length is 140 feet. It was the giftof the 
Government to the great histor c memory 
of Gen. NeNou and Camp Dick Robinson 
The flag, 20 by 38 feet, was presented by 
General Palmer, commandant of Kentucky, 
to Mrs. Colonel Robinson, aud is a gem of 
beauty. 

Her little daughter Maggie, who, while 
the rebels were mutilating the old Hag. 
seized and hid in her bosom a remnant, 
now pinned the old fragment to the new 
flag, and, with all tbe euergy of her devojed 
heart, hoisted it again to the breeze. 1 weli 
recollect, on the occasion of the copperheai! 
barbecue at Camp Dick, last October, a 
company of Federal officers were the guests 
of Colonel Dick Robinson. During the 

afternoon Major B jocularly proposed 

playing the "Bonnie Blue Flag," when in 
staiitly Litile Maggie rushed lo the piano 
aud insisted tbat it should not be played. 

The speech of General S. S. Fry was the 
only oration of the forenoon; yet it was suf 
ticient between any two meals. There was 
iu it as much food as the heart could relish 
without satiety, or tbe mind digest without 
incumbrance and coufusion. It was a no- 
ble speech, aud eminently suited to the oc- 
•a-ion and the complexion of Kentucky 
politics. It was full of healthful iucilemeui 
to march on in the groat national progres- 
sion, and yet it was brimtull of peace auo 
good will lo all mankind. 

Rev. George Mullins, who preached in the 
First Christian Church, of your city, during 
last summer, was the orator of the after 
uoon. Very rarely has this generation in 
this district listened to a nobler speech, j>er- 
■ueated with the spirit of Christian aud po- 
litical philosophy, aud vitalized by tin

Eitraordinary Case ol Su»pentled Ani- 
mation. 

The Newcastle (.England) Chronicle say-: 

A most remarkable case of suspended an- 
imation baa occurred iu Newcastle. One 
night a boy, named Batey, about twelve 
years of age, went to bed after partaking 
rather heartily of some rhubarb tart. Next 
morniug about six o'clock he a woke in great 
pain, and his father used some simple rem- 
edies to remove ihc pain, but his efforts 
were oi no avail, and shortly afierwam- 
the boy apparently died. Preparations 
were made for the funeral, and Ihe latin r 
went to the register ollice to obtain a certifi- 
cate for the burial, but this the Kegistar re 
fu'-ed to give, us no medical gentleman had 
seen the lad while he was ill, aud there was 
nothing to show what had been the cause ol 
death. The father v.as recommended to go 
to the Coroner and see if an inquest shouiO 
be held; and thither he proceeded.

Bui 
conceive the astonishment of the fathej 
when he tamcld his sou, who hxd been 
dead, ns he thought, two days, standing in 
tbe doorway, as if nothing had happened.

ci rn, and with every sign of health ami 
life about hitn. 'ihe astonished parent 
could scarcely believe his eyes, and the 
doctors almost begun to think that the} 
were hoaxed. Tne lad, however, told bi- 
owl tide. He kuew nothing about his nti; 
row escaj>e from being buried alive. All he 
knew was that he had been asleep, and on 
awakening, as he found no oue in the 
house— bis father wits looking lor the doc- 
tors, and his mother was out, probably 
making the arrangements for the funeral- 
he got up, anil leeling very hungry, looked 
about for something to eat. Fiudiug sonic 
eggs, he cooked them, alter which he wen; 
out, in happy ignorance of his narrow es- 
cape from the grave aud the Burgeon'> 
knife.

Tbe Au- 
gusta (Ga. ) Transcript Bays, for instance, 
that "the system of plunder (by-disbanded 
und hungry rebel soldiers; inaugurated in 
some of our Southern cities will, unless 
speedily arrested, bring the whole people lo 
starvation," und then mentions the sacking 
of Camden, South Carolina after this fash- 
ion: "The mob begun with attacks upon the 
public stores, then private stores were 
sacked, then the supplies gathered at the 
depots for the suffering und starving poor 
o< the city were carried off, then the wagous 
which brought iu the charities of other 
cities were emptied and even the mules 
were takeu from them, and even the cows 
upon which poor widows aud orphans de- 
pended for support." Similar scenes are 
reported in various other places, from the 
Carolines to Texas. To both races, whites 
and blacks, from the Potomac river to tbe 
Gulf of Mexico, the all-engrossing ques- 
tion is now the question of subsistence, Ihe 
question of food, not only for the next win- 
ter but lor the present day.

The President Itefuscs to Modify the 
$20.04M> Clause. 

Washington, July 9.— President John- 
«on was waited on >esterday by Mtssrs. .1. 
0. Jones, K. O. Lancaster, M. If. Hoxall 
and J. Sapp^rson, representatives of mer- 
chants and others of Virginia, who wished 
him to amend the amnesty proclamation by 
striking out the $20,000 clause. They rep- 
resented that this feature interferered with 
tha development of industry by binding up 
capital, and in this way oppressed the poor, 
and when they tmtieavored to borrow 
money in the Northern and Middle Statt a 
lh*y were at once met by the objection that 
they had over $20,000, and that if they had. 
aecomuiodatioii could not be extended, so 
tLcy were unable to give work to tbe poor 
who called on them. 

Tbe President reminded them that the 
aiinesty proclamation did not cause this 
distrust. It was the commission of treason 
and the violation of law that did it. Tbe 
iiiinesty proclamation left these men just 
where they were before; it did not add any 
dimbility. If they had committed treason 
th»y were answerable to the confiscation 
lav, which Congress had passed and which 
h^as President could not alter or amend in 
tbe amnesty preclamation. He had offered 
pa 'don to some persons, but that did not 
injure other persons altogether. Would 
tht-y fetd any easier in that case? 

One of th»* deputation answered: No; but 
it would assist us very much if you would 
extend its benefits to persons worth over 
twenty thousand dollars. 

The President replied that in making the 
exo ption he had acted on the natural sup- 
(i< >s. lion that men had aided the rebellion 
Hcctrding to the extent of their means. Did 
ttiej not know this? 

One of the deputation replied: "No, I di-i 
not know it." 

Tiie President — Why, yes you do; you 
know perfectly well it was the wealthy men 
of tue Sou'h who dragged the people into 
secession. I lived in the South and know 
the thing w.is done. Your Slate was over- 
whelming opposed t > secession, but your 
rich men used th« press nnd bullies and 
your little army to toroe the State into se- 
cession. 

Take the ?20, 000 clause, suppose the mau 
worth more than that, now the war is over, 
thf> chance* are U*n to bu inudo it out ol 
the rvbaUica by contrac s, vtc. W might as 
well talk plainly about this. I don't think 
you are so yery anxious about relieving 
the poor; if you are very eager to help the 
poor, why don't you take tbe surplus ove r 
the $20,000 you own and give it to them? In 
that way you will help them and brint 
yourselves within tbe benefits of the pro- 
clamation. I am free to say I think some 
of you ought to be taxed on all over $20,000 
to help Ihe poor. When I was Military 
liovernor of Teunessee, I assessed such 
taxes on those who had been wealthy lead- 
ers of the rebellion, and it had good effect. 

Oue of the Deputation— "It so happened 
that none of us were leaders. We staid out 
as loug as we could, and were tbe last to go 
in." 

The President— Frequently those win 
went in last were among the worst alter 
they got iu. But, be that as it may; under- 
stand me, gentlemen, I don't say this per- 
sonally. 1 am just speaking of the general 
working of mailers. I know there bus been 
an effort made by some to persuade the 
people that the amnesty proclamation was 
injuring them, by abutting up capital and 
keeping work froin Ihe poor. It does no 
such thing. If tbat is done at all, it is done 
in consequence of a violation of the law and 
lue com mission of trestson. 

The President concluded by saying he 
would look at the papers presented, but so 
far he had seen no reason for removing the 
exception.

The R vkr was falling verj' slowly yes- 
terday, barely an inch iu 24 hours at the 
head of the falls, with 4 feet 7 inches water 
in the canal by the mark.
